The  Registrar-General  gives  the  corrected  number  of  live  births  in 
the  town  as  680  (348  boys  and  332  girls),  this  being  13  more  than  in  1966. 

This  is  9.0  per  cent  of  the  total 
live  births,  as  compared  with  7.0  percent  in  1966.

STILLBIRTHS 

The  registered  number  of  stillbirths  in  1967  was  15  (ll  males  and  4  females), 
3  of  which  were  illegitimate,  thus  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  21.6  per  1,000 
total  births,  as  compared  with  10.4  in  1966. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

Eight  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  in  1967, 
compared  with  sixteen  in  1966.  These  eight  deaths  give  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  11.8  per  1,000  live  births,  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
being  18.3.  Four  of  the  eight  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  after 
birth.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  (Deaths  of  Infants  during  the  first  week  after 
birth  plus  stillbirths)  was  27.3  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  compared  with 
25.4  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

DEATHS 


After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  the  total  assigned  to  the 
Borough  by  the  Registrar-General  was  718  (314  males  and  404  females). 
This  is  84  less  than  in  19 66  and  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of  16.3  per 
1,000  of  population.  When  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  to 
make  it  comparable  with  other  districts,  the  local  death  rate  was  10.4 
compared  with  11.2  for  England  and  YtTales  as  a  whole.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Since  the  introduction  of  the  computer,  it  is  no  longer  possible  to 
obtain  local  figures  for  the  immunisation  state  of  children  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox.  The  only 
local  figures  now  available  are  those  for  B.C.G-.  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis. 

In  the  North-West  Somerset  livisional  Executive  Area,  (Weston-super-Mare 
and  iixb ridge) ,  in  1967,  8 A3  twelve  year  old  school  children  had  the  preliminary 
skin  test  and  of  these,  70  were  found  to  have  a  positive  reaction,  i.e.  8.3j?&.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

.  }  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1967* 

Numerous  unfit  houses,  capable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable  expense 
were,  as  a  result  of  complaint,  made  fit  during  the  year. 

The  owners  of  tenanted  property  still  appear  to  be  reluctant  to 
apply  f°r  improvement  grants  particularly  as  a  condition  of  grant  is 
that  the  house  be  made  fit  in  all  respects,  and  this  could  involve  them 
m  considerable  expenditure.  The  number  of  owner-occupiers  of  property 
continue  to  increase,  and  this  is  a  welcome  trend  that  should  be  encouraged. 

'There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  '‘throughput"  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  public  abattoir  during  1967.  This  entailed  additional 
work  for  the  meat  inspectorate,  but  the  high  standard  of  inspection  which 
has  been  maintained  at  the  abattoir  for  many  years,  continued. 

Considerable  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  last  20  years  in  the 
eating  habits  of  the  people  of  this  country.  Many  different  kinds  of 
food  are  being  consumed  with  increased  use  of  preservatives  and  additives. 
Pood  problems  will  inevitably  remain  with  man  for  all  time,  because  the 
need  for  good  food  hygiene  is  always  endangered  by  the  human  factor. 

Por  this  reason  there  will  be  a  constant  need  for  food  inspection  aided 
y  the  knowledge  of  modern  food  processing  available  to  the  inspectorate. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year,  and  for  the  assistance  given  to 
me  by  my  staff,  and  the  officers  and  staff  of  other  departments.

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HOUSING 


It  is  essential  that  our  existing  stock  of  houses  should  he  kept  in 
good  repair  to  prevent  them  deteriorating  to  a  position  where,  irrespective 
of  the  amenities  they  possess  they  become  unsuitable  for  occupation. 

Much  more  attention  should  be  paid  by  owners  to  the  repair  and  maintenance 
of  rented  property.  However,  with  high  cost  of  building  repair  work  and 
the  control  of  rents  of  property,  which  normally  is  of  a  type  more  subject 
to  disrepair,  has  created  a  position  where  it  is  difficult  to  undertake 
substantial  repairs  at  a  reasonable  cost. 


Houses  let  in  multiple  occupation  do  not  present  a  serious  problem  in 
this  Borough  as  they  do  in  many  industrial  centres.  Although  a  small 
minority  of  owner/occupiers  show  interest  in  improvement  grants  for  improving 
their  property,  the  financial  inducement  to  the  owners  of  tenanted  property 
to  carry  out  improvements  appears  to  be  unattractive.

The  majority  of  site  owners  having  complied  with  the  Councils  licensed 
conditions  for  either  holiday  or  residential  sites  appear  to  be  reluctant  to 
incur  further  expenditure  in  improving  the  amenities  on  their  sites  and  pay 
little  or  no  attention  to  a  most  essential  feature  of  a  caravan  site  -  that 
of  adequate  landscaping.  Much  more  could  be  done  by  site  owners  to  improve 
the  visual  aspects  of  their  sites  to  make  them  more  pleasing  to  the  eye,  and 
more  attractive  to  both  holiday  makers  and  residents. 

If  caravan  interests  are  to  progress  in  their  campaign  to  increase  the 
number  of  licensed  sites  they  will  have  to  persuade  those  in  authority  and 
those  living  in  houses  adjoining  prospective  sites,  that  modern  caravan 
parks  can  fit  neatly  into  the  locality  without  being  detrimental  to  local 
amenities  and  adversely  affecting  local  property  values. 

The  problem  of  providing  sites  for  touring  caravans  is  still  acute 
and  there  is  only  very  limited  accommodation  in  the  Borough  for  this  type 
of  caravanner.  Therefore,  lay-bys  and  waste  land  are  used  for  this  purpose 
and  in  many  instances  give  rise  to  nuisances.

On  the  passing  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
legislation  was  placed  upon  the  Statute  Book  designed  to  protect  the  interests 
of  employees  in  offices  and  shops  in  the  same  manner  as  the  employees  in 
factories  have  been  protected  for  many  years.  In  spite  of  some  difficulties 
and  deficiencies  encountered  in  administering  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  it  is 
a  great  step  forward  and  provided  it  is  properly  accepted  by  employees  and 
employers  alike,  and  reasonably  enforced  by  inspectors,  it  vd.ll  prove  to  bo  of 
immense  benefit  to  the  health,  welfare,  and  safety  of  office  and  shop  workers. 

The  items  covered  by  the  Act  are  comprehensive.  Fev/  public  health 
inspectors  had  hitherto  received  training  on  investigating  the  circumstances 
surrounding  an  accident  at  v;ork.  It  is,  however,  possible  to  acquire  a 
sensitivity  to  danger  and  an  ability  to  recogniso  dangerous  conditions. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  have  realised  the  importance  of  this  new  aspect 
of  their  work  and  the  responsibilities  imposed  upon  them  by  this  legislation.

CATERING-  ESTABLISHMENTS  AMD  ROOD  HYGIENE 


Experience  has  shown  that  any  relaxation  of  routine  inspections  of 
food  premises  invariably  results  in  standards  of  hygiene  and  food  handling 
deteriorating.  In  most  premises  there  is  a  desire  to  maintain  hygiene 
standards,  but  a  minority  require  continual  checking  and  supervision. 

Present  legislation  appears  to  be  quite  adequate  for  local  authorities 
to  exercise  sufficient  control  over  all  aspects  of  food  handling  frem  the 
raw  material  through  to  the  point  of  retail  sale.  The  Food  industry  has 
made  substantial  changes  in  recent  years  in  the  methods  of  preparation, 
distribution  and  sale  of  food.  These  have  generally  been  to  the  advantage 
cf  the  industry  and  the  consumer. 

The  ultimate  aim  of  the  public  Health  Inspector  is  to  try  and  ensure 
that  all  food  traders,  both  large  and  small,  are  encouraged  to  be  consciously 
and  conscientiously  aware  of  the  need  for  quality  and  a  good  standard,  of 
hygiene  in  handling  and  producing  their  products. 

Resort  to  prosecutions  when  food  complaints  arise  may  not  always  be 
the  best  means  of  achieving  this.

Consumers  generally  do  not  worry  about  the  wholesomeness  of  the  commercially 
prepared  foods  they  Duy.  Tney  expeut  that  all  processed  food  will  have  been 
prepared  from  unadulterated  food  unaer  nygibxiao  conditions. 

Date  labelling  of  food  as  a  factor  for  checking  on  its  safety  is  clearly 
regarded  as  important  by  many  consumers.  However,  the  date  of  manufacture  of 

P®rishable  and  processed  foods  is  by  no  means  a  useful  guide  to  the  state 
oi  iood  at  tne  time  it  is  purchased. 

•  T^e  Primary  check  on  quality  of  most  foodstuffs  is  the  list  of  ingredients 
indicated  on  the  label.  Most  consumers,  however,  do  not  realise  that  ingred¬ 
ients  are  listed  in  order  of  quantity  and  an  indication  of  this  fact  on  the 
label  would  be  of  positive  assistance  to  the  purchaser.  More  information  about 
additives  should  be  clearly  indicated  on  the  label. 

To  avoid  repetitative  sampling  of  food  and  drugs,  there  should  be  closer 
co-operation  between  public  analyst  and  Food  and  Drugs  sampling  officers  and 
there  should  be  an  agreed  pattern  of  sampling  throughout  a  wide  area. 

.Only  a. few  minor  complaints  concerning  the  contamination  of  foodstuffs  by 
foreign  bodies  was  received  by  the  department  during  the  year,  and  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  take  formal  action  to  deal  with  any  of  the  complaints. 

In  some  cases  samples  were  returned  as  unsatisfactory  by  -the  public 
analyst  due  to  incorrect  labelling,  but  in  each  case  the  producer  was  only 

too  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  in  rectifying  any  mislabelling 
of  their  products.

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INSPECTION  0?  MEAT 


Nevi  slaughterhouse  Regulations  introduced,  during  the  year  restricts 
the  waiting  time  of  animals  at  slaughterhouses  prior  to  slaughter  to  not 
more  than  72  hours  and  prohibits  the  use  of  "wiping  cloths"  for  wiping 
dcwn  carcases  after  1st  November,  19 68.  Carcases  will  then  have  to  be 
sprayed  by  water  under  pressure. 

Consultations  commenced  with  F.M.C.  (Meat)  Ltd.,  lessee  of  the  Abattoir, 
as  to  the  provision  of  additional  beef  chilling  accommodation.  An  area  adjacent 
to  the  existing  beef  chiller  had  been  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  The  cost 
of  the  chiller  will  be  borne  by  the  Company. 

Discussions  with  representatives  of  the  Meat  Research  Council,  Langford, 
also  took  place  as  to  the  provision  of  a  meat  research  laboratory  on  a 
section  of  the  cattle  market  car  park.  It  is  hoped  that  the  laboratories 
will  be  completed  in  1968. 

There  was  an  increase  of  13,413  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir 
the  year.  A  proportion  of  the  cost  of  meat  inspection  is  borne  by 
F.M.C.  (Meat)  Ltd.,  these  costs  are  reviewed  annually. 

The  cattle  market  is  now  operated  by  the  auctioneers,  Messrs.  Percy 
Palmer,  but  as  in  previous  years  the  number  of  animals  passing  through  the 
market  was  extremely  low.

METEOROLOGY ,  1967 


Most  of  the  meteorological  records  for  19^7  are  not  based  on  a  full  year's 
reading,  as  the  thermometers  were  smashed  by  vandals  later  in  the  year. 

Total  rainfall  (for  11  months  only)  was  29.55  ins;  (1966  =  35.12  ins),  the 
lowest  since  1964  (25.4-9  ins.)  Ten-year  average  31.52  ins. 

Sunshine  hours  totalled  1545  .  2  hours,  the  highest  since  1962  (1593.1  hours) 
and  compared  with  1498.4-  hours  in  1966,  but  was  lower  than  the  ten-year  average 
of  1562.4  hours.

The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  was  51.2  -  ten-yearQaverage  50.97  . 

The  highest  maximum  temperature  recorded  during  1967  was  81  and  this  occurred 
on  12th  July,  and  was  the  highest  since  1959  (83  ).  The  lowest  minimum  temperature 
recorded  during  the  year  was  23  agd  this  occurred  on  9th  January ^  In  March  the 
highest  maximum  tempgrature  was  58  and  the  lowest  minimum  wgs  33  .  The  mean 
temperature  was  ^6.3  which  was  the  highest  since  1961  (47.3  ).j  The  ten-year 
average  vi&s  44.3  •  In  July  the  lowegt  minimum  temperature  -  52  (6th  and  9th 
July)  was  the  highest  since  1953  (52  ). 

February  recorded  sun  hours  abeve  average  -  94.6  hours.  This  was  the 
highest  since  1949  (ill .8  hours).  Only  on  seven  occasions  since  1911  have  sunshine 
hours  in  February  exceeded  90  hours  and  over.  May  had  the  lowest  record  of  sun 
(I64.I  hours)  since  1947  (152.2  hours)  and  October  had  the  lowest  record  of  sun 
(73*4  hours)  since  1934  (71.1  hours).  The  sunniest  day  of  the  year  was  13th  June 
(14.6  hours) . 

The  wettest  months  were  February,  May,  September  and  October. 

February  -  3.88  ins.  rain  (highest  since  1950  -5.51  ins)  Ten  year  average  =  1.77 ins. 
May  -  4.38  ins.  rain  (highest  since  1946  -  4.94  ins)  Ten  year  average  =  1.68  ins. 
Only  on  seven  occasions  since  records  were  commenced,  in  1882,  has  May  rainfall 
exceeded  4  inches. 

September  -  4.18  ins.  (highest  since  1958  -  4.97  ins.)  10-year  average  =  2.85  ins. 
October  -  6.22  ins.  (highest  since  i960  -  8. 70  ins.)  10-year  average  =  3.51  ins. 

Snow  fell  on  8th  and  9th  December  -  average  depth  “  and  lay  on  4he  ground 
up  to  11th  December.  This  was  the  earliest  fall  of  snow  since  1952  when  4"  snow 
fell  on  29th  November. 

G-round  frost  was  recorded  on  29  days  in  1967.  January  -  11  days;  February  - 
9  days;  March  -  2  days;  April  -  2  days;  May  -  2  days;  November  -  3  days. 
Unfortunately,  the  records  for  the  rest  of  the  year  are  incomplete  as  the  G-rass 
Minimum  thermometer  had  to  be  sent  to  the  Meteorological  Office  for  re-testing 
and  replacement. 

G-ales  (force  8  or  more)  were  recorded  on  13  days  during  the  year. 

February  -  4  lays;  March  -  2  days;  May  -  1  day;  September  -  3  days;  October  -  3  days. 

Fog  was  recorded  on  7  days  during  the  year.  February  -  2  days;  March  -  1  day; 
April  -  2  days;  November  -  2  days. 
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
